The preparation fur-an attack by any 
European Power qould, have evoked at 
once the jealousies of Cher competitors in 
those Eostorn parts, and this jealousy 
alone in fact is the reason why China hes 
not boun taught a lesson before now and 
why our Ministers had to expose themselves 
content themeelvea with 
fruitless protests and abide Chinese inaol- 
ence. : 
‘The most important fact, however, which 
this proof of Chinese weakness disclosed, is 
the increasing: appetite of tha interested 
Westorn nations. I is too lalo to point out 
now that Russia would have been quite wel- 
come to tako poasessiun of Port Lazareff if 
sho would hive spoken openly to that 
effect. ‘The fortifications of Indis snd 
presumable stubbornness with which every 
Britisher ill defesd “his glorious In- 
diau Empire, conquered with tho beet of 
Britivh blood, presont themselves, as an 
unsurmountable barrier to Russis’a longing 
for its possession; they circumnavigate in a 
sense by iacressing their influence in Persia, 
which ia already under tho political thumb 
of the Ozar’s omissaries. Any extension 
towards Turkey will be disputed by Eng- 
land, and every sensib'e European, unless 
ha be a Fronchman or Russian, will delight 
in .the continued British occupation of 
Egypt an a very effective counterbalance 
against Russian .aspirations in the Lovant. 
But herain the Farthest East has now been 
opened up to the Russians ao unlimited 
fisld for their ambitions, political and com- 
mercial dreams, aud the charactor of tbo 
nation is too well known to need a prophet 
to tell us that tho Bear will follow up io 
this diroction his eeltish policy idealised in 
Russia by the high-scounding denumiaation 
of National destiny, with its uaual oriental 
and unscrupulous methods; aud we must 
uot criticiaesher too severely oither, fur 
we all have bsen dn the same road 
oneo or wo aro atill on it, What a 
Britisher will call brutal and eelfish in 
Russian methods, a Garman will be just aa 
ready to apply to the ways ‘in which the 
British extended their sway, and the new 
German Empire hos been built up on the 
same absonge of sentimentality ; for the 
history of nations does ug reason with son- 
timont, but is dictated by national inclins- 
tions and might. If Russia does not con~ 
sider heraclf at. presont prepared enough to, 
do a bold stroke which will onable ber to 
conduct her Railway into the south point 
of Coren, to Nuwchwang, Post Arthur ond 
Peking, aho wil! shortly—imitating Groat 

citain—create claims on those territories 
by apending either money or Russian blood 
onder some pretext, and the more readily 
wo reckon with these coming events aud 
propare to counteract them the better for 
Groat Britain and those nations, who, under 
her protection, enjoy all tho privileges to 
which o Britishor-is entitled. 

Any iucreased ‘influence of France is 
frought with just’as mach danger, a8 she as 
well as Russia will doubtlessly adhere to 
the well known principle of exclusion 
to the detriment of a full developmont 
of Colonies in hor possession. Gar- 
many is too young im Qolonial onter- 
prise to have formed: any principles in 
that direction at all as yet, but having 
started colonising in an era of customs 
duties, offciaidom acd militariem, I am 
afraid-she instinctively will fall into the 
same narrow-minded methods of the nou- 
Britieh colonisers. : 

It seoms pardonable therefore that a 
Britishor should cunsider hia own the only 
nation able to saccessfully colonise, but it 
must not be forgotten that the Germans 
(as also the Scotch) atill represent to us 
those tribes from which the Englander 
derived through the Saxons that stub- 
hornness, perseverance and solidity which 
some people try.to stamp as a British 
peculiarity, That Germans can still prove 
tha existence of these qualities. which pre- 
vented Cesar and hie generals advancing 
into Germany in its pure condition ix 
shown by the successful way in which Ger. 
many participates in the trade of the world, 
although ahe was, up to 1871, at-her bast, 
only aa incongracus stew uf quarreling 
petty Statos. ‘ho reason for the longer 
existonce of tho British Colouial Empire as 
compared with that of Feanca, but especiat- 
ly with that of Holland, is not to be found 
ina superiority of race but siciply in that 
fortunate insalar situation which provented 


} 


uthers from attacking her at home and thus 
allowed her to gain a longer experienca 
in colonising. 

The attitude of Germany, when she joined 
France and Russia, was certainly novel and 
unezpected, still it. was the only possible 
move, a5 it prevented furnishing Russia 
and Franco with a pratext not to be abla 
to spare their ahips for the forthcoming 
opening of tho Baltic Canal, and as it for- 
thermora frustrated a pew dual demons- 
tration of Russia and France, which would 
have placed new argamoents into the hands 
of the Chauviniatic and Panslavistic parties 
in those twoconntries. Official and educated 
Germany has been reminded too often that 
England is fond of making others pull tho: 
chostnuts ont of the fire, and Germans at 
home. have acquired the habit to consider 
Groat Britain-s big nought on-account of 
her unreligble foreign policy, We have to 
consider our Continental neighbours ‘fipst 
hofore taking note of auy Britieh suscepti- 
bilities. An Alliance between the cen- 
tral European Powers sad Great Britain, 
nq benofictal for the peace of the world and 
for the quiet, busiacss-I{ke development of 
farther territories, the desirability of 
which was axpressad a openly by Ger. 
Pesany’e seuslon of ‘title to valuable parla 
in GentralAfrica~ to England, has long 
been given up by the. so-called ‘now course 
tn an altogether hopeless item, and it is 
well to: poitt ‘out to Britishers gooetslt 
that they muat not under any ob, unnaten $ 
93 rely upon German support if thoy 
should embark on any struggle, bat can 
only “expect. to. ‘pat pressure upon the 
German Governmont through German 
commercist and industrial circles at home 
and abrond, Hnked as’ they ara to the 
British Eapire- by. wasterial intorests. 
Great Britain, it is trua, is entitled to the 
aoeb getiuine sympathies of all Gormana, 
withge trading with or residing in British 


oe 


ossessions ; but, on: tho other hand, 
Britishors should cease to consider Ger- 
mane—either in England ur the Colonies— 


‘intruders, es it is quite plain if England 


had cut off Germen industries by means of 
probibition. or differential tariffs and adopt- 
ed red-tapoism, Germany or other countries 
would be foread to prepare to acquire or 
conquer valuablo colonies to secure 
an outlet for their produote, Although 
every far-cscing German may covsider a 
quadruple alliance desirable, he will diamiss 
thie problem as soon as he thinks of the pos- 
sibility that tho British lion can be oaged at 
any minute if just then it does not suit to 
follow out bis engsgements, and this can be 
done without even leaving s blot on hie skin, 
by simply upsetting the Government which 
entered “into euch engagements, Conse- | 
quently, Great Britain will have to prepare 
the gold-leaf herself with which she ahould 
re-gild her worn-out animal statue. and we 
must hope that patriotic men at home, Con- 
servatives, Unionists or Libersle, are aware 
of this necessity and bave combined in up- 
holding British -prestige, 

The weakness evinced in faos of the 
slaughter of nearly 500 Afghans by one of 
Rassia’s aggressive, scientific, Asiatic expe- 
ditions, the ignominions retreat before the 
French in Siam, where the .Frenoh Consul 
hasbecomeslmighty and where Brilishers and 
Germans alike luok longingly up to Englend 
to take them under her wings, the continual 
retreat besten before Russian encroachments 
in’ Asia, are cirouwstances which are (aken 
as proofs by many non-Britishers that the 
lending statesmen in England consider their 
country ill-prepared to assert British tradi- 
tions onde more, 1 

Although Turkey could be made to matoh 
hor well-trained Army Corps at once into 
Russia if Great Britain pays her debts end I 
expenses, it would be a great mistake to 
rely upon the rosonrces of another nstioa 
in o struggles which is to decide who will 
rola the. waves, because a great and as- 
piting nation must cease to boast of the past 
and rely solely on her own strength, and 
Great Britain con do thst so much easier as 
she is praotically invulnerable at home.c 
Germany must ressrve aad concentrate her. 
strength. in caso of mishap, to be able to 
give final battle and aim at the head of 
such eventual opponents and assert the 
superiority of the Leuton race as compared 
with the Latin and Slavonfo Nations. The 
time to boast of the squares of Waterloo, 
of the fthin-red line and the Light 
Brigade at Balaclava, and of Tel-el-Kebir, 
with ita few dozens killed, is oyer; 
other proofs of daring perannal courage, just 
aseffeotive, have been given by other nations 
iu a wuoh greater number of instances, 
It is absurd to pump intoa young Britisher 
at home that one Eoglishman is eqaal to tea 
foreigners, which ridiculous theory may be 
derived from the expeditions agaiust sayage 
tribes. These ara words which convey 
ewipty boast to every one} who haa grasp- 
ed the principles of modern warfars, 
where whether it be on land or 
in. these complicated fighting machines 
called men-of-war, discipline, submission 
to one principle, instinctive obedience 
and subordination of everyone to his superi- 
ora will be decisive; individuality and per- 
sonal valor may be useful, but mean dowo- 
right deatraction in most oases, o nsidering 
thet possibly « wiserable human irame of 5 
feet 3 in., who has been taught those princi~ 
plea successfully, with « rifle in hia band, 
will have the best of the bravest horseman or 
rifleman, who, proud of the military traditions 
of his country, willing todo or die, dashes 
along into useless annihilation. - 

Every Britisher .will eagerly point to 
the Volunteers, whose spirit I have all 
ragson to appreciate; bat why do not the 
Nation or the Goverament avail themselves 
of that spirit, the former in granting more 
money. per men and the latter to give them 
more efficiency and warlike training. I 
found the officers of the Army and Voluateors 
rather obatinate in giving up old methods, 
whictare more cogveniont of course, as they 
do not require much study, All tha princi- 
ples instilled into them seemed to bs intended 
for an inferior foe, but not for an enemy 
who possesses & class of officers whioh doea 
nothing élsa bat study laboriously and train 
perseveringly for su eventual emergency, 

A nation where ¢veryoue possesses the 
right to interfere, to criticise aud to egitate 
has the disadvantage of making those de- 
apair who may have conceived groat national 
ideas, wherens nations wilh a dotiful and 
more dizciplined sot of men can work one 
acheme with syatematio determination and 
seoreoy, a method which ‘wo find at its best 
in Bussia, Does Eoglaod, Great Britaiu, 
and Greater Britsin proceed in the same 
way? Many a great idea and many a 
genuine endeavour of high-minded Britishers 
age been lost to the sation by dishearten- 
ing the origiostor through small-minded 
oriticisin, misconstraction and through des. 
potio msjorities...And to give an iiluetra- 
tion of the advantages of the other sys. 
tem,.I ‘need only point to the career 
of Bismarck, who. was. called ‘the mad 
nobleman’ for years by the most serions 
but narrow-minded. Mere brute fores and 
might oreated the army with which Fre- 
deriok the Great sesured Pragsia’s position 
asa Great Power and thus Isid the founda: 
tion of the military-and self-disciplined 
spirit to be met with in every patriotic son 
ofthe Fatherland, a neccesary peouliarity 
regarding the amiable disposition of our 
beighbours. ee, 

A nation without) aspirations, without 
the onlture of ideals, 1s doomed. Hae 
Great Britain aspirations, cand if so is 
she oogaged to carry them through not by 
wera high-sounding words but by deeds? 
Ig Germany, young men without a oall- 
ing, even if he had an apparently inex- 
haustible fortuna, would play ®awkward 

art in society and most likely be refused 
is it; but ia England we seo plenty of 
talented young men from a good stook wast~ 
ing their money and time on horace, eports 
and nothings, instead of adding tothe sub. 
atavoe of the empire by taking up some 
eerioua calling firet, Others again squander 
thoir talent aod. money to foster religious 
fazaticiam when they could ase bgth to up- 
hold a righteous principle all over'tha globa 
by might, tho oaly way to civilize so-called 
undiviliacd Asiatic Nations, - 


The energetic way ia which the inoreasg 
of the British Nevy bas been taken’ into 
hand Jately impresses non-Britishers, even 
thoss who have lost feith in the practical 
strength of Greater Britain, that thera are 
men af work at home who consider the 
situation impartially without being in.

A BELATED BUDGET OF NEWS. _ 


DEMQRALISATION OF OHI- 
ESE SOLDIERS, 

The following lotters from our Special 
Correspondent in North Formosa have put 
io an appearance rather lale in the day, but 
the information they"contain is interesting 
as the first account from actual European 
observation of the uamethogical and un- 
soldierlike manuer in which the Obinese 
soldiera bebaved on the oveof battle, Our 
Special Correspondent, who accompanied 
the Japanese Army at Port Arthur and 
Weihaiwoi, has already described Japanese 
methods; it is, therefore, interesting to 
contrast tho behaviour in the opposite 
camp: — 
R Kelung, June 1. 

At Hobs, upon receiving a telegram that 
the Japaneso had landed in the vicinity of 
Kelang, £ mado all haste to reach Kelung 
before the CBiseso troops should leave for 
the front. 

Arriving at Taipch-fo, I presonted my 
credentials to 9 mandarin and was placed 
in the officers’ cat attached toa apecial train 
conveying troops, The station was crowded 
with the Chinese soldiers and their lug- 
gage, which from its character would lead 
‘one to boliove they intended house-keeping 
on the battle field, Rifiea, . bayonets, two-, 
handed swords, knives of ail sizes and con- 
ditions, cartridgo belts with 80 rounds of 
ammunition, a-blankot and a bow! for raiions 
composed the equipment in reason, but this 
was tho emallost half of theie baggage. 
Fans, umbrellas, several dishes, lamps, 
lanterns, baskets containinz pipes, packages 
of tobacco, small bores, pictures, tes-puts, 
tin cans, picces of rope, pieces of iron and 
other miscellaneous stull not recognizable, 
Next camo several pieces of boards and 
sticks tied together and bundles.as big as 
bushel baskets. ; 

As soon as the cara were backed into the 
station, the men made a wild rush for tho 
coaches, not wishing to ride ‘in the open 
flats exposed to the heavy raio-storm 
then raging. Of all che: rasbiog, pushing, 
pulling, bowling, quarreling: mobs I ever 
aaw these ‘braves’ won the lauels, A 
rush wes mado op our cat, but forte- 
nately only at one end, a8 one door waa 
fastened. In thoy came regardleas of their 
officers who ohattered and shouted, pushing 
ond occasionally slapping man with their. 
fans in'a “really vicious’ manner. It 
soemed to be solely a-contest of yocal 
powers until ono large follow, » petty offi- 
cor, grabbed tha chiof invadér,s Cantonese 
with baodles hanging all ovst bim, turned 
him quickly sround and with a flow of 
choices Chinese, procacded to kick. him 
whero his trowsers bung loose until he had 
kic'xed him and his foliowers out of the car. 
While it is aot our-ides of the-proper man- 
ner of enforcing Military. Authority, it 
evidently had the right effect for we had 
ne more tronble. . : 

After the coaches. were Joaded, the ro- 
mainder of the men piled into the flat ozra 
aud wo were soon under wey. No ato 
was made until just before reaching the 
top of a steep gtadv, the load was so heavy 
for the engines, and after gret pofling and 
slipping we came to o standstill, and then 
backed down until we reached level 
ground, where we remained for half,ao 
hour, to get up mora eterm, and wentat it 
agaia and this time more succesfully, as the 
engine juat reached the aummit when wa 
were oblized to give up again. The soldiors 
were then all ordered to got out of the cars, 
but not one bodged, they only chattered 
in the faces of the officers, and remained 
where they werk, a F 

Thera. was nothing to do but go down 
grade again, and make another attempt, 
iunning back about two miles and then 
Tashiog along over the uneven track ata 
dangerous speed ; we atruck the grade, 
went slowerand slower, but our graat head- 
way carried us over aad in a few momenta 
we wors drawn upat the first camp station, 
and tho soldiers were piling out, carrying 
their many bundles, Chineso feahion, uaing 
their guns as shoulder. poles and balancing 
their loads at each end, 

On reaching Kelung, I found the station 
crowded with mon, women.and cbildren, 
with all their possessions about them, very 
much excited and Glllag the oars before we 
were scarcaly out of them. ‘Six trait loade of 
people irere carried away and as many loads 
of soldiers bronght into Kelaog during the 
day, In theharboursampane and jaukewete 
gliding away, carrying femilies into the 
country that they might find aeafer cofuge, 
the children brimming over with happiness, 
Isnghingondalnglngand coutidering it abol:- 
day, but the antious facgs of the fathar and 
mother spoke of difforeatthoughts, Daven 
from thelr homes, with thaitulittle huts and 
gardens abandoned, to :a'dintrlot unknown, 
to join comutnities alroady overcrowded 
and where tho little ohanpa. to-eara a lives 
‘Ubood haa Jong ainde ceased. z

Japancee. That sottled, I got’ everything 
io readiness, and hoped if my Ohinese in- 
terpreter proved trustworthy to ba abld to 
catch a ‘look seo,’ and from the protection 
furvished by Commander Chung, I would 
be as safe as could be expected, Late in 
the afternoon, the ratroating soldiors began 
to string along from the battlefield. Ae only 
the wounded officers had been carried bagl 
it was impossible to find out the Chinese 
loss, the soldiers giving the characteristic 
indefinite anawer ‘many.’ Tho Japanese 
wero advancing steadily and were thon about 
10 miles from Kelung to the South East. 
I do not believe thst from Ow-tee, where 
the Jepancao landed on May 20th, to 
Kelong, there was a single engagement 
worthy of being termad as battle. The Jap- 
anese sent out scouts, and it was them that 
tho Ohinose oncouatorad, for from the de- 
ectiption of the oapturo of seven Japanesa, 
tho heads of threo and tho bodies of four 
that were brought into Koelung, it was not 
during an engagement of numbers but only 
}some poor fellows that were caught away 
from the main columa.’ OF course the 
usual bratal performances were carried out ; 
the heads placed on bamboo poles, carried 
\ through the atreets followed by the usual 
hooting jecring mob of fends. Thea Chinese 
who broucht in these trophies ware paid 
100 taels for each Japanese, and @ procla- 
mation was poated dbout al the camps 
stating that-30,000 taels willbe divided 
among the soldiers, if they would only 
drive the Japanese back to the coast, 

A young Captain, son of one of the 
famoas commanders during the French 
war, was brooght back by the carriers this 
overing with a bad. wound in his. hoad. 
Regardless of the twelve thoussnd well« 
equipped Chinese soldiers, the Japanese

My opision expressed in the columns of 
your pspor some dvys ago, that the Japunesa 
would have thegreateat strugyle ol the whole 
war on- North Formosa, I am afraid will be 
zomeewhat worthless in a very few days, 
for the retreating troops have been pouring 
by my door all day. Manythad shed their 


bright coloured coats with the lerge buil’s- F 


eye in the centre, others had turned them 
inside out, They, evidently, decided that 
the prospecting was not successful and that 
the climate was cutirely too tropical for 
housskeeping, for they brought back their 
bandles, their dishes, their tin cans, and 
miscellaneous kitchen utengile, swung on 
each end of their rifles,- They looked tired 
and worn ‘out, but otherwise did not 
show aby signs of the wear and tear of a 
hattlefield. te 

Trains bave beon coming in nearly avery 
hour, bringing reinforcements. Upon ar- 
riving the troops pile out, and wander, 
around it’ aeema wherever they want to,’ 
without heeding the officers, who are fow, 
and without authority. 

Late this afternoon Oommander Chuug 
was brought back shot through the leg. He 
had gone out with a small party, about 200 
guards to take ia the situation, and lay out 
a battle for to-morrow, but the long range 
shooting of the Japanese brought him 
down, before he even know bo was in the 
vicinity. This long range shooting is terri- 
fying the Ohinese, as one military manda- 
rin of high rank-informed me: the Japan- 
ese could not bo sven, the first knowledge 
of their presenco being the whirr of the 
bullot, which oftener brought some of his 
men tothe ground. Hetien showed moa 
cattridge he hod taken from a Japancse 
scaut, Wishing ma to speciaily notice the steel 
copper-covered ballet, and-thon ending up 
our conversation by holding np the cartridge 
in great awa, and saying‘ me no wantchee, 
me no wantchee, Japanese mau b’iong bad, 
bad fightec.” Three Obinamen were cap- 
tarcd, who had been sant ont shesd of the 
Japanose, wearing attached to their clothes a 
tag having Japanese characters. ‘hey were 
promptly behoaded, one of the hoads being 
placed on a long bamboo pule, and swung 
ovor tho railroad track, the other two wore 
taken to Taipshfu, tied up by their ears, on 
short poles and left to grace tho west gate. 

My opportunity to join to-morrow'sa 
fight has boon blasted, by the wounding of 
Commander Chung, who requested mo not 
to attempt it with ouy of the saialler parties, 
as the officora were losing all control, and 
it would surely result seriously for mo. 
Qno only had to take # look at the wild 
disorder of the suldiars, taking thé lives of 
theit own officers, robbing and looting at 
every opportunity, to know that a foreigner 
would. havo but little chance with them.
